One of the dead bodies picked 
up on shore had upwards of 30 dollars in his belt. Some 
are supposed to have drowned from the weight of money 
about them. Some were killed in the water besides the 
ten above spoken of. 

The sch’r Success, capt. Rae, which had been captu- 
red by the pirates, had not been heard of, and the whole 
crew are supposed to have been murdered. Two lady 
passengers were put on board a French brig, after liay- 
ing been robbed and ill treated by the ruffians. 

The British brig Ceres, Capt. Branthwaite, of White- 
haven, from New-Orleans for Liverpool had been captu- 
red. After robbing the vessel, they hung up the captain 
in torture, beat him severely, and then served the crew 
in like manner to make them coufess where money was 
concealed on board.—.™. Y. D. Ade.
